The disturbance was of but brief du- 
iration, but the; wind attained a velocity 
lof 4.5 miles an hour, streets were filled 
with flying debris, and the crash attend- 
ing the storm occasioned panic in many 
quarters. 


For a few minutes daring the height 
. of the storm rain fell in a perfect deluge, 
but the blow quickly passed and citizens 
hurried out to take an account of the 
damage. 


Telephone and telegraph "wires suffered 
heavily dtiring the gale, many wire^ be- 
ing cniTied down by limbs which were 
torn from the trees bj' the high wind. 


Despite the unusually severe nature 
of the storm, there have been no reports 
of either fatalities or serious injvu-y. 


Panic at Grand Leader.

Better Standards on 


Many Lines. 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 24.—The 3,- 
500 members of the American Medical 
association were busy today 
attending 
the many sectional meetings 
arranged

views on 
public 
health. 


This year's session has already taken 
higher ground 
M'ith regard to 
recom- 
mendations than in any previous year. 
A higher standard 
for 
entrance into 
medical schools is one of the recommen- 
dations. 
A more general 
co-operation 
of the practitioner with the layman is 
another. 
Unrelenting war on nostrums 
is another. 
Probably tl>e most radical 
suggestion yet macje is that the public 
welfare 
would 
be 
conserved 
if 
every 
man, woman and child were to be sub- 
jected to a com]5ulsory examination .'is 
to physical fitness once in every year 


The infant incubator has been more 
of a failure than a success. Dr. E. Cha- 
pín, of Ncav York, reported in a paper 
before the section on disea.ses of chil- 
dren. 
Out of 150 personal 
experiences 
with the incubator for infants, he could 
not report one satisfactory result, death 
resulting in the great majcrrity of in- 
stances. 
He urged that the house of 
delegates be asked to declare against its 
further use. 


Dr. M. P. Ravenal, of Madison, Wis., 
before the section on preventive medi- 
cme and public health, said the day had 
come when it was 
time to take 
the 
public health offices of every municipal- 
ity from under political control and see 
that a man was named for such a posi- 
tion with a view to his fitness for it. 
He urged that all medical colleges in- 
stitute special courses 
for the 
educa- 
tion of public health ofiiccrs 


Dr. J. N. Hurty. of Indianapolis 
a 
member of the committee on poverty, 
said the normal person never sank to 
the level of poverty. 
In the main pov- 
erty was caused hf sins unmentionable 
m a public gathering, and the eradica- 
tion of sin and disease would remove 
poverty 
Tuberculosis played its part, 
out feeble-mindedness was one of the 
principal factors. 


Tl?e specialists were surprised by fig- 
ures presented by Prof. Herman 
Kutt- 
ner, of Breslau, Germany, one of the ex- 
perts in this line of surgery of Europe 
who related that 40 of 100 cases treated 
by surgery where the diagnosis had been 
brain tumor had failed to save the life 
of the patient. 


Dr. Harvey Cushing, a Boston brain 
specialist, in discussing the German sci- 
entist's paper, said the 
high rate of 
mortality he had quoted was probably 
due to the fact that the observations 
covered a period of six years and the 
death rate was out of proportion to tliat 
in cases noted here. 
Of 142 cases treat- 
ed in one Boston institution less than 
0 per cent died. 


Dr. S. C; Knoff, ,of the New York bu- 
reau of health, speaking before the sec- 
tion on public health, declared that pov-

BLOW DOES 


NOT COST UFE 


Water^town, S. D., is Center 
of Storm, But Escapes 
Fatalities. 


Cliicago, June 24.—Last night's wind 
storms caused no loss of life. The storm 
was most severe at Watertown, S. D., 
where it reached the proportions of a 
tornado, destroyed buildings over thirty 
blocks and injured twenty-two persons. 


Wires are down in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, parts of Iowa, South Dakota and 
the upper peninsula of Michigan. 
In- 
formation that 
no great damage 
was 
done outside 
Watertown 
was 
gained 
from railroads in the storm area. 


Tbe storm was electrical in its nature 
and in many places was accompanied by 
heavy rains, according to 
reports 
re- 
ceived at the local weather bureau. The 
storm area covered South Dakota,' Iowa. 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and the upper pe- 
ninsula of Michigan, Major Hersey, the 
forecaster, said. 


"The storm was first noticed at Prince 
Albert, Canada, yesterday," said Major 
Hersey.

turned south and became central a t Hu- 
ron, S. D. 
It traveled east over night 
a.nd this morning was central at Escana- 
ba, Mich., Avhere more than an inch of 
rain fell. The highest wind velocity was 
at Sioux City, Iowa, 68 miles an hour. 
At St. Paul, Minn., its velocity was 56 
miles."

Federal Reserve Banks to 


G-et Later Start Than 


Predicted. 


Washington, June 24.—Although Au- 
gust 1 is the date which treasury de- 
partment officials originallv set as the 
probable time for the organization of 
the federal reserve banks, it now seems 
likely that the organization will be not 
earUer than September I. 
The senate's" 
delay in the confirmation of members 
of the federal reserve board and delay 
in the choice of directors for the federal 
reserve banks will defeat the plan to 
open on August 1. 


The organization committee 
is 
now 
busily engaged in 
compiling 
lists of 
nominations 
for 
directorships 
in 
the 
twelve federal reserve banks. 
After the 
complete list has been compiled it will 
be submitted to the electors named by 
all member banks. 
These electors in 
turn must cast their ballots for direc- 
tors within 
fifteen 
days after the re- 
ceipt by thcrrr of the list of nominees. 


After six directors have been properly 
elected by member hanks, three direc- 
tors will he named by the federal re- 
serve board. 
Then the nine 
directors 
shall select one 
of their 
number 
for 
chairman. 
All this is preliminary 
to 
tho actual work of providing 
banking- 
quarters 
and opening 
the 
institutions 
for business. 


At the first meeting of the nine direc- 
tors of each federal reserve bank, the 
duty will devolve upon them nf desig- 
nating one member of each of the A. B. 
C. class -whose terms shall expire in on« 
year, one member 
of each class who 
shall 
servo a three-year term. 
After 
this original term designation all direc- 
tors will be selected for a three-year 
term.

Only by That of 1911, 
Says Uncle Sam. 


Washington, June 24.—Final 
figures 
on. the 1913 cotton crop, announced to- 
day by the census bureau, plgce it as 
the largest the United States Jias ever 
grown, with the exception of that of 
1911. 
At the same time the estimate 
of the total value of the crop shows it 
was the most valuable ever produced, it 
being worth $1,043,760,000. 


The quantity of cotton ginned from 
the 1913 crop, counting round as half 
bailes and excluding linters, was 13,982,- 
811 running bales, or 14.156,686 bales of 
500 pounds 
gross weight. 
Cottonseed 
produced was 6,305,000 tons, of which 
4,579,508 tons were crushed. 


The value of the cotton is estimated 
at $887,160,000 and of the seed, $150,- 
600,000. 


An interesting feature of the 
1913 
production was the crop of the Imperial 
valley in southern California, where 22,- 
838 bales were grown. 


Another feature was the production 
in Arizona, where 
2,299 
bales 
were 
ginned, the largest part of which pos- 
sessed the same characteristics as that 
grown in Egypt. 
The l;U4 area shows 
a large increase, variously estimated at 
from 12,000 to 15,000 acres.

SERVHNG 
QOITSJS RUMOR 


Peter Said to Have Abdi- 
cated Throne in Favor 
of Alexander. 


Belgrade, Servia, June 24.—King Peter 
I, of Servia, reported today to have abdi- 
cated the throne in favor of his second 
son. Prince Alexander. 


The king left Belgrade in the afternoon 
for the baths at Vranya.Jn the southern 
part of Servia, and a note issued by the 
official agency in announcing the king's 
departure did not say he had abdicated 
but confined itself to the statement that 
his majesty had signed a ukase entrusting 
the government of Servia during his ab- 
sence from the capital to Crown Prince 
Alexander. His eldest son. Prince George, 
1910 renounced his right of succession 
to the throne. 


King Peter I, who is 70 years old, as- 
cended the Servian throne June 15, 1903, 
after the murder of King Alexander. 


At 12:30 on the night of June 10 about 
forty Servian army officers entered the 
royal palace, burst open the apartments 
of King Alexander and Queen Draga and 
shot their majesties dead. 
On the same 
occasion several Servian ministers were . 
assassinated and 
altogether 
during the 
night fifty-four people 
were 
killed 
or 
wounded. 


The king who has just abdicated was 
in Geneva at the time, and he afterward 
denied all knowledge of the conspiracy. 
His majesty, however, never caused the 
punishment of the conspirators, who re- 
tained their i-ank in the Servian army. 


King Peter until his accession led a 
very adventurous 
life. 
He studied in 
Switzerland, then 
went to 
the French 
military academy at St. Cyr. He partici- 
pated In the Franco-German war as an 
officer of the foreign legion. 


For many years he Is said to have en- 
gaged in conspiracies against King Milan, 
of Servia, but fpr forty-flve years he him- , 
self never set foot on Servia, soil 'until he'' 
had been elected king by the Servian par-' 
liament. 


Alexander was born on Dec. 4, 1888. He 
has hitherto been very popular among the 
Servians. He was educated in St. Peters- 
burg, and is of a studious -and refined 
temperament.

Company 


It is plainly apparent that the reply of the Fort 
Wayne and Northern Indiana Traction company to the 
schedule of complaints filed by the city comicil commit- 
tee regardig various phases of the city street railway 
service in Fort Wajme opens the way for protracted argu- 
ment that may or may not lead one any^vhere. The is- 
sues are taken up in scrupulous sequence, and while there 
is no attempt to controvert the charge than in some fea- 
tures there is a failure of strict compliance with fran- 
• chise regulations, the street railway company rests its 
general case on the contention that the service is not only 
all that is justified, but that as a matter of fact it is better 
..than is actually required by the terms 6f the company's 
contract with the city. 


The company's rule requiring that transfers be asked 
for when the passenger enters the car or not at all is de- 
fended by the declaration that it is the only system that 
can be successfully used in the pay-as-you-enter cars, and 
that since the public has become accustomed to it, com- 
plaints have become almost a negligible quantity. The 
fact remains, however, that the practice has not yet con- 
served the time and attention of some of the conductors so 
that they call the streets regularly, or do more than, with 
face forward, mumble the street names in a manner wholly 
unintelligible to passengers who chance to be a few seats 
removed from the car entrance. The contention that the 
hand brakes are as a matter of fact more effective than the 
air brakes required by franchise, and that the provision 
that jacks need not be carried on the cars as require^ by 
franchise because the ordinary crews are unskilled in their 
use and that the emergency car can render quicker service 
in time of accident The Sentinel is not sufficiently skilled 
in mechanics to either affirm or deny. Apparently, how- 
ever, it might, help some if the car crews were given some 
instruction in the use of the jacks.

He had entertained a party 
of friends at tea daily, the message add- 
ed, and had confined his period of ex- 
ercise to the early 
mornings.

on the trip Colonel Roosevelt has been, 
under the care of Dr. Possius, the ship's 
physician, and appears to have recov- 
ered entirely from the attack of fever 
which gave his friends much concern on 
his arrival here from South America.

Mclnnis Picked to Succeed 
Wagner in the List of 
iatters. 


Pittsburg, June 24.—Is there any base- 
ball player of the present day who can 
equal Honus Wagner's world's record for 
hitting .300 or better for seventeen con- 
secutive seasons? 


Looking over the most famous clouters 
of the major leagues, it must be confessed 
that very few stand even a remote chance 
of rivalling the Dutchman. 
Tris Speaker's 
age practically eliminates him from the 
contest. 
He will be 31 years old next 
month, and has to his credit only five .300 
averages. 
It is also doubtful if Cobb will 
ever duplicate Wagner's record as his con- 
stitution is radically different from that 
of the Teuton. 


M^here Cobb is a high strung athlete, 
and saps up much nervous energy during 
a season's strife for base hits. 
Wagner 
is as phlegmatic as the average German, 
and 
does not bother with nerves. His 
ankle causes him much more concern. 


There is" one young 
athlete, 
though, 
who many critics will back against Col- 
lins, Cobb, Speaker or Jackson to equal 
or perhaps better Wagner's record. The 
young man la Stuffy Mclnnls, first base- 
man of the Athletics. 
Stuffy got a run- 
ning start on the other sluggers by join- 
ing the Mackmen at the age of IS. Though 
he celebrated his twenty-third 
birthday 
during the last 
world's sei'ies, he can 
boast of four .300 averages, and he seems 
to hit at the same clip each season. 


Since he started playing regulai'ly, in 
1911. his average for three seasons has 
only varied six points. 
Mclnnis 
joined 
the Mackmen in 1!>00, a t the age of 18, 
and in nineteen games lie hit .239. He 
entered the .300 class the following season 
and during the last four years hit as fol- 
lows: 
1910, .301; 1911, .321; 1912, .327; 
1913, .326. 


To 
duplicate 
Wagner's 
performance, 
Mclnnis must hit .300 for the next thir- 
teen years, or until he is 36. As Jack is 
a very clean living young fellow, who does 
not use liquor or tobacco in any form, he 
should be a capable performer at 36. He 
is not as nervous as either Cobb or Col- 
lins, and is almost as solid as Wagner.

On April 22 1 started out, accompan- 
ied by iSIitchell and by the scouts, now 
increased by eighteen men. under Lieu- 
tenant Admire, 
Our native ponies had 
been replaced by 
excellent 
American 
h.orses, and we hoped to catcli some in- 
surgents in the open, and see what we 
could do Avith our neAv mounts,. 


We Avere approaching a A'ery shakj-^- 
looking bamboo bridge fipanning a wide 
tend deep ravine when we saAV two armed 
men start to n m from its farther end. 
They struck out across a level field cov- 
ered with short grass, and then we saw 
about a dozen more, all armed, emerge 
from the brush on its farther side, about 
400 yards distant, and advance a short 
'distance to where they were met by 
tlie 
fleeing 
sentries, when 
all foi-med 
line and opened'flre. 


At the time they probubly saw only 
the three of us. 
T directed ^Mitchell to 
fall back to the detachment, take off the 
pix rear men, and then ride down the 
iavine to our left in order to protect the 
test of us from a possible flank fire after 
we had crossed. 


To our surprise, the Filipinos stood 
4;heir ground to a man, and continued to 
fire with great rapidity. 
T had taken 
it for granted that when they saw that

we equalled them in numbers they would 
break and that it would merely be a 
mattei" of running them down. 
As soon 
as the men were in line they were or- 
dered to draw their revolvers and charge 
at a gallop. 
It was an exciting moment, 
and the Filipinos did not start to run 
for cover \mtil we Avere within sixty 
yards of them, and even then they turned 
and fired a number of shots in their re- 
treat. 
But they had delayed too long, 
and in almost no time Ave Avere among 
them, our big American horses, frantic 
from being the 
first 
time imder 
fire, 
rearing and plunging so that we had to 
think about as much 
of keeping 
our 
seats as of doing anything else. I picked 
out as my nmn a felloAV who I could 
see was armed Avith a 
Krag 
carbine. 
Just ea I passed the officer in command 
he fired right into my face, but 
the 
bullet 
missed, though I was 
slightly 
burned by the sparks. 
I was 
armed 
with a 45-calibre Colt, and shot a t him 
as soon as I saw Aviiat he was going 
to do, the heavy bullet cutting Jiis left 
hand practically ofT at the A^'rist. 


I kept on after the man A\nth the 
Krag, who I could see Avaa filling the 
magazine of his piece as he ran. 
"When 
he heard the hores close behind him he 
faced about, and we had it out. 
My 
horse Avas so wild that It was impossible 
for me to have a fair chance at the 
man. 
I fired four times, and the plucky 
felloAv emptied his magazine of the five 
shots in it, neither of us scoring, though 
the distance between UB varied 
from 
only ten to thirty feet. 


No doubt the plunging of my horse 
had something to do with saying m«, 
though the man had made to attempt to 
take any sort of aim. 
My opponent novr 
started to run again, and jumped over a 
ditch about four feet wide. 
I had one 
cartridge left in the revoh'^er, and tried 
to close with Mm, but my crazy horse, 
Avild with terror from the discharges in 
his face, Avould not jump the ditch, and 
tried, to spill me off backward. 


The Filipino, seeing- that I could not 
get at him, stopped and again began 
cramming cartridges into the magazine 
of hiß carbine, and I now -noticed that 
the 
ditch 
between us extended 
only 
about thirty yards to the right, and 
quickly rode around its end to the other 
side. 
The man 
knew that my revol- 
ver must be about 
empty, and as I 
tried to ride down on him, faced • aboiit. 
By this time my hair was nearly ready 
to stand on end. 


For some reason mj' horse 'was now 
acting much better, and just as the man 
started to Avork the bolt to throw a 
cartridge from the magazine into 
the 
chamber I fired, and struck him oA'er 
one eye, killing him instantly, the dis- 
tance being about forty feet. 


Being so absorbed in my own troubles 
I had seen nothing of what the others 
were doing, 
I loked around just in time 
to see the finish, one of the men leap- 
ing from Iiis horse with his carbine and 
killing a man whom he had been unable 
to hit Avith his revolver, i Eight Filipinos 
Avere on the ground, either killed or so 
badly wounded that they must have died

j ^\]lo had continued to" fight even after 
' badly wounded. 


Although the enemy must have fired 
300 shot«, we had not a man or horse 
touched. 
Except for one shot fired from 
a carbine, all oux work was done with 
a revolver. 
One day. we were visited 
by an Ilocano, who said he could lead us 
to an important insurgent deposito in 
the hills a day's march to the south. Juat 
after nightfall we were off with 
the 
scouts, the Ilocano being mounted 
on 
his own pony. 


About 8 o'clock the next morning the 
guide stated we were within a few hun- 
dred yards of our destination. 
We dis- 
mounted, tied the horses, leaving them 
under a guard of a few men, and cau- 
tiously followed the Ilocano, every man 
with his loaded carbine in hand. 
We 
soon came to the foot of an absolutely 
perpendicular cliff about forty feet high, 
from the top of which hung a rattan 
ladder, and could make out the roofs of 
several sheds. 
We saw the head of a 
man looking down for a moment over 
the edge of the cliff, but he soon disap- 
peared, 
Desiring to frighten away the 
guard and prevent fire being set to the 
stuff in,' his charge, several »hots were 
ordered fired, and immediately afterward 
one of the scouts went up the swinging 
ladder. 
As soon as he had reached the 
top I followed, the other men coming 
up as rapidly as possible, though no two 
were allowed on the ladder at the same 
time. 


And what a find it was! 
There were 
several large sheds filled to their roofs— 
almost the entire records of the Malolos 
government, letter press books having 
copies of all orders and correspondence 
sent out, hundreds upon hundreds of of- 
ficial 
letters and telegrams, fourteen hun- 
dred rounds of fixed ammimition for the 
Hotchkiss two-pounder, 
four 
thovfsand 
rounds of small-arms ammunition, five 
hundred pounds of powder, twelve cases 
of petroleum, a 
thounsand 
yards 
of 
cloth in bolt, several tents, a f(uantity of 
dynamite bombs, reloading tools, 
box 
after box of official blanks and station- 
ery. 


On May 6, while I was absent on one 
of these expeditions, Captain Smith, ad- 
jutant general of the district, learned 
through spies of the presence of Pante- 
leon Garcia, commander-in-chief 
of 
all 
the insurgent bands in the central prov- 
inces of Luzon, in the near-by town of 
Jaen. 
With a detachment of cavalry, 
Captain Smith crossed the Rio Grande 
after dark, surrounded the house, and 
not 
only 
captured 
Garcia, 
but 
his 
adjutant, Hilario Tal Placido, who was 
afterward to accompany me on the • x- 
pedition which resulted in the capture 
of 
Aguinaldo.

Speeder Jumps Track. 


A sudden and very brief return to 
consciousness after he had been severe- 
ly injured Wednesday morning, saved 
thè life of B. F. Kunselman, a Grand 
Rapids and Indiana bridge inspector. 


Mr. Kunselman 'left this city on a 
gasoline motor 
car 
shortly before 7 
o'clock to inspect a bridge some distance 
from Adams Junction, and while the 
car was moving along at the rate of 
twenty-five miles an hour it jumped 
the track three miles south of Adams, 
thr^w the rider 
and 
went into the 
ditch clear of the tracks. 


Some time afterwards the crew of 
Bouthbound local, No. 78, discovered the 
injured man, stopped and picked him 
up, placed him in the caboose and at- 
taching the engine to it, made a run 
for the city. 
An ambulance was at the 
depot to receive the injured man and 
take him to St. Joseph liospital, where 
Dr. C. r . Kaadt is attending him. 
Dr. 
Kaadt says that Mr. Kunselman's most 
serious injury is a fracture of the skull 
at the base of the brain, but ho believes 
the patient will recover. 
He also suf- 
fered some internal injury and while 
lying on the tracks and en route to the 
city vomited blood several times. 


When. Kunselman was first seen by 
Engineer A. E. Mills, 
he 
was lying 
with his head on the rail in the posi- 
tion section men assume when lining 
up a track and ]\Ir. Mills thought bo 
was the section forenian and made no 
effort to stop until Mr. Kunselman re- 
vived and rolled off the track into the 
ditch. 
Had he remained in his former 
position and the engineer been unable

This will necessitate 
appropriation annually for the purpose 
and the funds will be raised by the city 
levy.

TRACTION COMPANY MAKES REPLY. 


Says Street Car Service Is Ail Right In 
Fort Wayne. 


S. W. Greenland, general manager of 
the Fort 
Wayne & 
Northern Indiana 
Traction company, replying to the find- 
ings of the city council's special commit- 
tee that investigated the shortcomings of 
city street car service, ass'ured the council 
Tuesday evening that service is the best 
that conditions will permit, and that ap- 
parent violations of the terms of its fran- 
chise grants and contracts in Fort Wayne 
are not violations in spirit, but are such 
details of service as are made necessarv 
by circumstances. 
Each of the several 
complaints is taken up separately and an- 
swered categorically and in detail. Con- 
cerning the new rule requiring passengers 
to procure their transfers upon entering 
the cars or go without transfers is rep- 
resented to be such as Is employed In 
every city of importance In the country, 
and also to be eliciting at present little or 
no complaint since patrons have become 
familiar -with the rule. 


As to airbrakes, which an ordinance re- 
quires on all cars, the reply says that 
they are less efficient than hand brakes, 
and the experience with the new pay-as- 
you-enter cars is cited in proof, these 
cars being equipped with airbrakes. 
To 
the complaint that cars are not equipped 
with lifting jacks as required by ordin- 
ance, the company states that a work 
car and emergency crew are kept at the 
barns and that in "case of accidents atten- 
tion is prompt and more efficient than 
could be the case If car men inexperienced 
in the use of jacks were to be relied upon 
in case of emergencies.

service. is replied to with the 
statement 
that on all city lines cars are run on a 
schedule of ten to twelve minutes, and 
during the peak load hours an eight min- 
ute schedule, whereas the franchise only 
requires the maintenance of a fifteen min- 
ute schedule. 
The complaint that pay- 
as-you-enter cars are not provided with 
doors that can be opened by passengers 
Is answered by citation of the fact that 
these cars have a rear door for emergen- 
cies and that passengers can readily open 
these doors with a lever.

Chicago, June 
24.—"Co-operation 
Protestant, Catholic and Jew in 
jjaatter of Bible reading in the public 
schools is an indication of the growing 
spirit of brotherly regard and tolera- 
tioni" said Marion Lawrence, secretary 
of the International Sunday School as- 
sociation at the session of the four- 
teenth triennial convention here today. 


"This is a great step forward in the 
study of the Bible. 
Encouragment of 
the reading in public of those portions 
of the Bible agreed upon by all is the 
aim of such co-operation. 


"Perhaps one .of the . most significant 
advances that has been made in Sunday 
school work is that of recognizing the 
church and the Sunday school in the 
regular work of the day school," said 
Mr. Lawrence. 
"T)\e different religious 
bodies have, apparently, been taking it 
for granted that there is no common 
ground of co-operation in the matter of 
Bible study, but such is not the fact 
and we have, found that our fears thut 
reconciliation and co-operation in this 
work wohld be impossible were ground- 
less. 
Surely the giving of credits iu 
public schools for bible study done in 
the churches is a new thing to most of 
ua and opens up possibilities we had 
never dreamed of." 


One million new Sunday school mem- 
bers a year, one million total abstin- 
ence pledge singers, one million pledged 
to definite community service, one mil-

G-eological Expert at Only 
Active Volcano in the 
United States. 
, - 


Washington, 
June 
24.—Officials 
of 
the geological survey today were await- 
ing eagerly a report from J. S. Diller, 
of the survey, who is in California in- 
vestigating the activity of the volcano, 
Lassen peak, in the northern part of the 
state. 
Mr. Diller for years has been 
interested in Mount Lassen and in 1891 
and 1894 the geological survey published 
pamphlets on the volcano written by 
him. 


In these articles Mr. Diller told of 
two eruptions of Mount Lassen. 
The 
first of these, judging by the age of the 
oldest trees of the vicinity, he believes 
to have been about a century before the 
American revolution. 
The date of the 
secondj he thinks was about 1841. 


Lessen is said to be the only so-called 
active volcano in the United States. In 
Washington, Oregon, California, Nevada 
and Idaho, however, ^according to Mr. 
Diller, are some of the largest volcanic 
fields in the world. 
He says that some 
of these volcanoes have been active so 
recently, 
geologically 
speaking, 
that 
they hardly can be regarded as things 
of the past. There is evidence, he adds, 
to show that their internal fires are 
still smouldering. 
In the east there is 
an entire absence of easily recognized 
volcanic craters. 


In southwestern Arizona and south- 
ern California there are signs of lava 
flows, all, however, dating back to pre- 
historic periods. 
In some sections of 
Ohio and Kentucky, it is said, there are 
indications of ancient disturbances of a 
similar nature. 


Alaska has a number, of active vol- 
canoes, many of them smoking- practic- 
ally all the 
time. 
The 
eruption of 
Mount Katmai, about two years ago, 
Avhich continued for two days, during 
which ashes were thrown 800 miles, is 
regarded as one of the greatest, erup-

The mining machine is the develop- 
ment of entirely new principles in me- 
chanical mining. 
It is the product of 
H. A. Kuhn, of Pittsburg, one of the 
foremost mining and mechanical 
engi- 
neers of the Pittsburg district, who has 
spent more than ten years in close ap- 
plication to the task which he has nt 
last completed, and. in the perfection 
pf which he has expended a 
fortune 
in development 
work. 
In the 
early 
days of his experiments he spent his 
time 
discovering 
fundamental.

sought a principle upon whicli a ma- 
chine would work. 
He made this a suc- 
cess. and from it built an economicul,

human miner—only it does this twenty 
times as fast and fifty per cent cheap- 
er. 


As the machine stands, it is a struc- 
tural 
steel 
frame, 
oblong in 
form, 
which rests on a steering truck which 
rides on the floor of the mine. 
It car- 
ries motors for operating the cutting 
tools and the tools themselves, and it 
attacks the coal seams in any position, 
moving up and down, sidewise or in 
any direction the coal seam leads. 
It 
also removes the roof slate when ne- 
cessary. 
Electricity or compressed air 
can be used in operating the motors, 
and so little power is required that the 
cost for this item alone is less than 
one cent per ton of coal .mined. 
One 
peculiar feature of 
the machine that 
impressed'the spectator is that it seems 
to be fully as flexible as the'human coal 
miner. 
It is estimated that the ma- 
chine will cut the cost of coal mining 
in half. 


From the time the machine takes the 
coal from the seam, cuts it, places it on 
a conveyor and loads it in a pit car, 
no human 
hand 
touches 
it. 
With 
twenty ordinary laborers ten machines 
will produce one thousand tons of coal 
a day, as but two men are needed to 
operate 
a machine. 
More than 
this, 
the machine cuts the coal cleanly from 
the roof to the floor of the mine, leav- 
ing Loth as even as a billiard table, 
and it takes out in excess of 
ninety 
per cent of the coal in the 
ground, 
Avhile the best practice of today sel- 
dom goes better than seventy per, cent 
of- the coal, the rest being lost because 
of the too great Qfl'ort ,to extract it. 


Mr. Kuhn takes exception to the idea 
that miners will be thrown out of, or, 
rather, left without employment by the 
introduction o f the machines. .He says 
that forty thousand additional miriers 
arc required each year in the United 
.States to - keep pace with the growing 
_^mand for coal, due, to the increase 
population, 
Avhile twenty 
thousand 
miners-, it is estimated, leave the mines 
annually. for 
other 
occupationO, 
thus 
making a demand for about sixty thou- 
sand' new minei'S reach year. 
It is be- 
coming more;,¿rid 
more difficult 
each 
year to obtain the increased mine la- 
bor required. 
The 
inventor 
believes 
that his machine will replace this la- 
bor, but only in the way of reducing 
the number of new meii called upon to 
enter the mines each year.

welfare would be conserved if every 
man, 
woman and child were to be sub- 


jected to a compulsory examination ai 
to physical fitness once in every year. ' 


The infant incubator has been more 


of a failure than n success. Dr. E. Ch.i- 
pin, of New York, reported in a paper 
before the Kiiction on diseases of chil- 
dren. 
Out of loll personal experiences 


with the incubator for infants, he eould 
not report one satisfactory result, death 
resulting in the great majority of in- 
stances.

Hhoor.s him, that the verdict should not 
1m greater than manslaughter, and if n 
negro calls a white man a s. o. b., then 
I won't say here what I think the ver- 
dict ought to be, but other people can 
draw their own inference. 


"My experience with detectives, or so- 


called detectives of this character, who 
are to receive so much for each convic- 
tion, has been that they will swear to 
any kind of a lie in order to get the ten 
dollars," is one of the reasons given by 
the governor in pardoning Bud Willis, a 
white man who had been convicted of 
selling liquor in Spnrlanburg. 


Shows Mercy to Negroes. 


Carrying out his idea of paroling pris- 


oners. Governor Blase has granted free- 
dom to scores on the condition that "if 
he ever takes another drink of liquor, or 
is ever again convicted of any criminal 
offense in the general sessions court of 
this stnte. he shall he recommitted to 
the state penitentiary to serve the re- 
mainder of the sentence." 


Although no official compilation is kept 


to sh -w the race of the. prison receiv- 
ing clemency, the governor himself is of 
the opinion that over half of the men 
he has turned loose are negroes. This in 
a. state where the negro is of. no account 


nnd where a man who has no use for 
the. black brother. He points to this as 
proof of his statement that there are no 
considerations except mercy and 
the 


good of the unfortunates.

Reply of the Traction Company 


It is plainly apparent that the reply of the Fort 


"Wayne and Northern Indiana Traction company to the 
schedule of complaints filed by the city council commit- 
tee regardig various phases of the city street railway 
service in Fort Wayne opens the way for protracted argu- 
ment that may or may not lead one anywhere. The is- 
sues are taken up in scrupulous sequence, and while there 
is no attempt to controvert the charge than in some fea- 
tures there is a failure of strict compliance with fran- 
chise regulations, the street railway company rests its 
general case on the contention that the service is not only 
all that is justified, but that as a matter of fact it is better 
than is actually required by the terms of the company's 
contract with the city. 


The company's rule requiring that transfers be asked 


for when the passenger enters the car or not ut all is de- 
fended by the declaration that it is the only system that 
can be successfully used in the pay-as-you-entor cars, and 
that since the public has become* accustomed to it, com- 
plaints have become almost a negligible quantity. The 
fact remains, however, that the practice has not yet con- 
served the time and attention of some of the conductors so 
that they call the streets regularly, or do more than, with 
face forward, mumble the street names in a manner wholly 
unintelligible to passengers who chance to be a few seats 
removed from the car entrance. The contention that the 
hand brakes arc as a matter of fact more effective than the 
air brakes required by franchise, and that the provision 
that jacks need not be carried on the cars as required by 
franchise because the ordinary crews are unskilled in their 
use and that the emergency car can render quicker service 
in time of accident The Sontincl is not sufficiently skilled 
in mechanics to either affirm or deny. Apparently, how- 
ever, it might help some if the ear crews were given some 
instruction in the use of the jacks.
